FAIR FUNDS ACTION A YEAR 


Directors Willing to Reconsider Matter at 
End of That Period if There Is 


Sufficient Interest. 


The board of directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce today ac- 
cepted without dissent a recom- 
mendation of its executive com- 
mittee that any consideration of 
the raising of money for a World’s 
Fair in St. Louis be postponed for 
The recommendation 
added that if there is still suf- 
ficient interest at the end of the 
year, the directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce will be glad to 
reconsider the matter, 

A plan for financing the pre-ex- 
position period of a World’s Fair 
in 1953-54 by sale of $1,000,000 of 


corporate or founder memberships 
was approved last October by the 
World’s Fair Finance Committee. 


The recommendation accepted 
today by the Chamber directors at 


a meeting at the Noonday Club 
was as follows: 


“It is recommended by the exec- 
utive committee of the board of 


directors of the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce that because of 
national 


and international condi- 
tions, any consideration of the 
raising of money for a World’s 
Fair in St. Louis at this time be 
postponed until one year shall 


have elapsed, with the understand- 


ing that if there is sufficient in- 
terest at that time the board of 
directors will be glad to reconsid- 
er the matter.” 

George C. Smith, president ot| 
the Chamber of Commerce, said 
the international situation was 
the greatest factor in the recom- 
mendation for postponement of 
world’s fair action. Consideration 
was also given to shortages of 
building material and labor and 
the lack of housing and accommo- 
dations, he said, 

“There is also a feeling that a 
world’s fair has been somewhat 
outmoded by the radio, movies ahd 
the general freedom of travel that 
exists today,” Smith observed. 
“The directors felt. that perhaps 
new concepts are needed, and that 
there was no improvement in the 
entire situation as reflected in 
their original report to Stratford 
Lee Morton last July.” 

In its report to Morton, head of 
the St. Louis World’s Fair Com- 
mittee, the Chamber of Commerce 
pointed out that no attempt to ap- 
praise the possibilities of a 
World’s Fair would be complete 
without consideration of economic 
and social conditions, which might 
prove serious handicaps.

Country turnouts, he added, aver- 
aged around 70 per cent “because 
they don’t have so much to do.” 

Growth of Key Klavern. 

Klavern No, 1, the key Klavern 
in this city, he added, has gained 
200 members in six months. Some, 
delinquent in annual $6 dues, have

AIRLINER GRASHES 


NEAR CHICAGD 12 
LED, ONE HURT 


Delta Airlines Craft Falls 
500 Feet Moments Aft-| 


er Take-Off; Bursts 
Into Flames.

CHICAGO, March 11 (AP)—A 
Delta Airlines DC-4 plane crashed 
and burned explosively late last 
night a few seconds after it took 
off from Chicago’s municipal air- 
port. Twelve of 13 aboard were 
killed, 

The only survivor was a 33-year- 
old mother whose 7-year-old son 


perished. She screamed hysterical- 


ly for her child as she was pulled 
from the flames. 

The woman, Mrs. Tripolino Meo, 
suffered severe 
burns, Both of her legs and both 
of her arms were broken. 

She was given a 50-50 chance 
for survival, 

Her son’s body was found tight- 
ly clasped in the arms of the 
plane’s stewardess, Sue Young, 26 
years old, of Fayetteville, N.C. 


All four members of the crew 
were killed, The plane was bound 
for Miami, la. It splashed into an 
orange-colored, flaming mass on a 
nearby prairie at 10:58 p.m. from 
a height of 500 to 1000 feet, in a 
snow flurry, witnesses said. 

It was Delta's first accident in 
scheduled operations since 1934. 
Last year the airline received a 
special citation from the National 
Safety Council. 

‘Something Went Wrong.’ 

“Something went wrong” and 


,the huge craft caught fire when 


only a few feet above the run- 
way, Delta’s district traffic man- 
ager said. 

(The United Press reported wit- 
nesses said it appeared that the 
plane’s controls had locked.)

‘Lie Acts After Conferring With Advisers — 
Complaint Against Communist Coup 
Ruled Non-Governmental Action.

Papanek said today he would

Russia Could Use Veto.

Papanek said he was not resign- 
ing his assignment to the U.N.

SUSPICION GROWS 
MASARVK'S DEATH 
WAS NOT SUICIDE 


All Facts in Case Strained 
Through Red Censor- 
ship — Case of Dritina 
Recalled. 


WASHINGTON, March 11—Sus- 
picion grew in official and diplo- 
matic quarters today that the 
death of Jan Masaryk, Foreign 
Minister’ of Czechoslovakia, was 
not a suicide as claimed by the 
Communist-dominated Czech Gov- 
ernment, : 

The suspicion was fed by com- 
ments from® Czech consular offi- 
‘clals in various parts of thé world, 
and other observers, that there 
was a possibility the affable 
statesman. may Have been mur- 
dered. 

Admittedly, the suspicions voiced 


by friends of Masaryk had little 
basis in ascertainable fact. But 
they lingered nevertheless, some 
persons pointing out that the 
“Kremlin has never side-stepped 
murder when necessary.” 

All reports on Masaryk’s death 
were strained through the Red 
censorship. It was recalled, too, 
that all communications with 
Czechoslovakia were suspended, 
without explanation, for several 
hours after Masaryk’s body was 
found beneath the window of his 
bathroom in Prague. 

It was pointed out too, that the 
planned autopsy will be conduct- 
ed by officials allied to the Com- 
munist ment. 

Masaryk’s death inevitably re- 
called tHe injury of former Min- 
ister of the ‘Interior Prokop 
Drtina, who, in late February, was 
found unconscious outside his 
apartment window with serious 
head injuries. Czech police said 
he had attempted suicide. 

Seymour Freiden, the New York 
Herald Tribune correspondent, 
writing from Prague early in 
March, pointed out that as Minis- 
ter of Justice Drtina had exposed 
‘a Communist plot to send bombs 
concealed in perfume boxes to 
three Cabinet ministers, including 
Masaryk, 

Drtina, according to official ac- 
counts, was supposed to have 
jumped out of a second-story win- 
dow of his home. Officially it was 
stated that he left a suicide note. 
Neighbors said it was an unsigned 
typewritten note. ' 

It is also curious that the pave- 
ment on which the former min- 
ister was found is 22 feet from 
the four-story building in which 
he had his apartment, Freiden’s 
account continued,

“Every order from this head- 
quarters will now become the law 
of the land (northern Palestine) 
for civil and military alike,” Fawzi 
Bey declared in his order last 
night, 

His headquarters said prisons 
now were being established in the 
mountain top village where he has 
set up his command. Several per- 
sons already have been arrested 
and are awaiting trial before mili- 
tary courts, which officers said 
would begin sitting soon in all 
major towns and cities of the 
northern part of the Holy Land, 

The courts are to be operated 
by Arab lawyers now attached to 
the Arab army, which entered 
Palestine last week in readiness 
to fight partition of the Holy 
Land, voted by the United Na- 
tions last Nov. 29. Fawzi Bey said 
punishments will be “strict and 
severe.”

The case of Coroner Thomas F.

“Didn't you tell Inspector Mulcahy 
and Assistant Inspector Brostron 
that you did not see Dougherty 
that night and knew nothing about 
the accident or the presence of 
Dougherty’s car in the vicirlity un- 
til you read about it in the news- 
papers?” 

Callanan’s reply, as recorded by 
the court reporter, was: “No, they 
asked me if I had seen the car 
that night, and I told them I had 
not.” : 

“Was that your testimony?” 
Prosecuting Attorney Henry K. 
Stumberg of St. Charles asked the 
defendant today. 

“Yes, I did give that answer,” | 
Callanan replied. | 

Warren County Prosecuting At-| 
torney Alvin. Juergensmeyer told | 
the jury in his closing argument | 
that Callahan had put personal) 
friendship ahead of good govern- | 
ment, and when that happens, 
“good government cannot con-) 
tinue in this country.”

Advocates of Marshall Plan Handicapped in 
Efforts to Get Early Vote by Apparent 


Public Indifference.

WASHINGTON, March 11—Con- 
gressional leaders are dismayed at 
the lack of public interest in the 
European recovery program as 
shown by the comparatively few 
letters and telegrams received by 
their offices. 

Senate and House advocates of 
the plan have been deprived of 
measurable public support in their 
pleas for an early vote on this bi- 

legislation. They have 
had to rely on the private and 
— urgings veh Scorned of 


retary Harriman to impress Re- 
publican leaders with the necessity 
for immediate action, specifically 
for assurance of American aid in 
time to influence the crucial 
Italian elections April 18. 

The best the plan supporters 
have been able to get so far is a 
public statement from Speaker 
Martin that “we are going to do 
everything in our power to expe- 
dite passage of the bill.” 

A tentative deadline of April 10 
has been set for the House, but 
the Republican leaders declined to 
give any promise that they would 
abandon their “one-package plan” 
of lumping Greek-Turkish and 
China-Korea-Japanese aid with 
the European plan. Inclusion of 
these items, Chairman Vanden- 
berg of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee believes, would 
seriously, perhaps disastrously, de- 
lay passage of authorizing legisla- 
tion. After that, Congress must 
ent: Pa the appropriations to car- 


ry out the program. 
Vandenberg’s Mail. 

Since Congress reassembled in 
January, Vandenberg’s office has 
received only 955 letters and tele- 
grams on the Marshall plan. |-— 
Within the last three weeks there 
has been a slight increase in the 
number, but only two or three 
mentioned Soviet Russia’s taking 
over of Czechoslovakia, the move 
against Finland or the important 
Italian elections. A majority of 
the writers are for the plan. The 

phrasing of the communications 
indicates that many are the result 
of a campaign by the League of 
Women Voters and the Committee 
for the Marshall plan, headed by 
Former Secretary of War Stim- 
son. The aid mail is arriving at 
the rate of 10 to 15 letters a day. 

Vandenberg’s secretary told the 
Post-Dispatch that the volume of 
mail on this subject was meager 
in comparison with volume on 
such subjects as federal pay in- 
creases and in earlier days, OPA. 

Speaker Martin’s office receives 
an average of fewer than 10 let- 
ters a day and most of these are 
from outside his Massachusetts 
district. Yesterday five letters on 
the subject were received. Last 
fall, the volume was up to about 
25 a day and, then as now, the 
writers were about equally divided 
for and against the plan. There

Letters Result 

Chairman ites of the 
Foreign Affairs Cothenittes toes 
celves about 10 letters a day on 
the program. The ‘volume was 
about double around the first of 
the year. A majority was for the 
plan. Eaton’s secretary said the 
volume then waa nothing com- 
pared with the “flood” of mail the 
chairman received against reform 
of the calendar, &n innovation op- 
posed by church groups that put 
on an organized campaign against 
changing “God's time.” This leg- 
islation was not seriously consid- 
ered by the mittee. 

Eaton's mail on the aid plan, the 
secretary said, indicated that it 
had been written in response to 
urging by the Committee for the 
Marshall Plan or the League of 
Women Voters.

Senator Kem (Rep.), Missouri, 
an outspoken opponent of the 
plan, said that he received be- 
tween 15 and 20 letters a day on 
the subject. Until a few weeks 
ago, the views were generally 
against the plan but lately, he 
said, apparently the result of the 
work of the League of Women 
Voters, it has divided about 50-50. 
He received one letter yesterday 
mentioning hoslovakia, from 
a agro op g the program. 

His argument was that Czecho- 
slovakia was suffe no economic 
distress when the took 
over and that therefore economic 
aid to the Western European 
countries would be futile. 

“There is a surprising lack of 
interest in the program consider- 
ing the gravity of the situation,” 
Kem told the Post-Dispatch. “We 
have received much more mail re- 
cently for and _aeainst the tax on 
oleomargarine.” 

Senator Donnell (Rep.), Mis- 
souri, has been receiving eight to 
10 tetters a day on the program. 
He is generally for the plan but 
reserves the right to oppose some 
of the details. A majority of his 
mail is in favor of the program 
and although there has been slight 
increase during the last three 
weeks, none has mentioned the 
immediate situation in Europe. 

No Sense of Urgency. 

Representative Karsten (Dem.), 
St. Louis, said that he had not re- 
ceived one letter for or against the 
aid program. 
Representative Bakewell (Rep.), 
St. Louis, receives six to eight let- 


ters a day and from 80 to 85 per 


cent are favorable to the program. 
The writers, Bakewell said, do not 
indicate any feeling of urgency 


and none has referred to the situ- 
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ation in Czechoslovakia or Italy. 

The office of Representative 
Ploeser (Rep.), St. Louis, said no 
check had been kept of the Mar- 
shall plan correspondence and 
that under the alphabetical filing 
system it would be impossible to 
tell how many persons had writ- 
ten on the subject or how they 
were divided. 

The lack of public interest 
shown in the Marshall plan is in 
sharp contrast to the part the pub- 
lic played in the League of Na- 
tions fight after World War I. 
At that time the electorate, urged 
on by the proponents and oppo- 


‘ments of the League, took an ac- 


tive part in the formulating of na- 
tional and international policies. 

The inescapable conclusion from 
the present public apathy is that 
the Truman administration has 
failed to arouse the country to the 
seriousness of the Kremlin’s ag- 
gressive foreign policy and the 
urgency of the situation in West- 
ern Europe, notably in Italy, 
France and Great Britain. 


HEAD OF BURMA’S OUTLAWED

Thakin Soe, Burmese leader of the 
outlawed Red Flag Communist 
party, and four companions were 
arrested here last night. 

Police Commissioner Aung Chien 
said police picked up the five men 
in a jeep near the waterfront. A 
Government statement on the ar- 
rests was expected later. 

Thakin Soe had been sought by 
police since the party was out- 
lawed by Burma’s Government in 
January 1947. Officials say they 
believe Thakin Soe was behind the 
disturbances in Arakan where 
Government troops have been 
battling rebels aiine last April.

DECIDED ON 2 MAIN PHASES 


Many Issues on Which 85 Per Cent of Rise 
Was Denied Much Like Those 


Pending in Missouri. 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., March 10 
—Analysis of the opinion by which 
the Alabama Public Service Com- 
mission has granted Southern Bell 
Telephone & Telegraph Co, only 
14.2 per cent of the sum it sought 
in annual Alabama telephone rate 
increases shows that the decision 
turned on two main phases. These 
were: 

Sharp cuts in. eight major 
items of operating expenses al- 
lowable in rate-making calcula- 
tions. Of particular interest 
were reductions in the allow- 
ances for the license contract 
fee paid the parent American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. and 
in the provision for employe pen- 
sions. 

Finding that Southern Bell 
was entitled to earn a return 
on the equity owned by A.T.&T. 
sufficient to help A.T.&T. main-- 
tain its credit by keeping up the 
traditional dividend rate of $9 
on A.T.AT. stock. However, the 

commission held that 
Southern Bell was entitled to a 
return equivalent to 4.5 per cent 
on overall] plant investment or 
on the ca , in contrast with 
6.66 per Cent sought by the com- 


Missouri Issues. 

In respects the issues in 
this case a close resemblance 
to those pending in the application 
of Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
before the Missouri Public Service 
Commission for $3,250,000 in an- 
nual Missouri telephone rate in- 
creases. 

Southern Bell conceded that its 
éepreciation reserve, built up over 


the years through charges in oper- | 


ating expenses, should be deducted 
from the plant investment in ar- 
riving at a rate base. Gordon 
Persons, president of the commis- 
sion, told the Post-Dispatch no 
rule on this had been established 
heretofore in Alabama, which had 
not had a major utility rate case 
for years. However, he explained 
that the commission reached its 
decision on rate of return with 
respect to capital invested rather 
than on the depreciated plant ac- 
count, under authority of an 
Alabama statue permitting it to 
act on rates prior to a valuation 
of property. 

The license fee payment charged 
all Bell-system operating compan- 
les by A.T.4T. in 1% per cent of 
—— operating revenues. The Ala- 

ma decision showed that Bouth- 
ern Bell relied on the same sort 
of showing in justification of this 
expenditure as has been offered by 
Southwestern Bell—an allocation 
by A.T.&T., by states, of costs of 
rendering services under the li- 
cense contrast. : 

Federal Income Taxes. 

One item of these A. T. & T. 
costs was a charge for A. T. & 
T.’s federal income taxes on divi- 
dends received from Southern 
Bell. With reference to this, the 
commission said: “The amount al- 
located to Alabama 
relationsiniel 
bama which 
paid to A. T. & T, in the form of 
dividends; in fact, under the 
formula adopted A. % & 
with gero earnings in Alabama an 
allocation of income taxes would 
still be made to Alabama as an 
item of cost for rendering license 
service. 

“The witness for the (Southern 
Bell) company who testified on 
this subject stated that no addi- 
tional service will be received 
from A. T. & T. for any addi- 
tional payments that will be made 
under the license agreement be- 
cause of increase in (telephone) 
rates.” 

The commission's calculations 
took out of the Alabama license 
fee charge for the year set up by 

Southern Bell the allocation for 
A.T.&T.’s income taxes, reducing 
the payment allowed, for purposes 
of rate calculetions, from $195,032 
to $163,000. It added: 

“The commission seriously ques- 
tions the advisability of Southern 
Bell entering into a ‘gross revenue’ 
contract with its parent company, 
particularly when it is impossible 
to determine the value of the 
services rendered and where there 
is no limit of the amount of mon- 
ey to be paid.” 

On the Pensions Issue. 
As to pensions; the commission 


acted on two points, It first | 


knocked out a charge proposed 
by the company, representing in- 
terest on the unfunded actuarial 
liability for the initial period of 
the pension system, 1913-27, when 
payments were on the pay-as-you- 
go plan. Apparently a close par- 
allel to this situation is pending 
in the Soutnwestern Bell Missouri 
case. Under accounting rules of 
the Federal Communications 
Commission, this charge is not al- 
lowed as an operating expense but 
goes against income, The Alabama 
commission refused to consider 
this expenditure as an operating 
expense. 

After deducting this charge, fig- 
ured at $40,016 for last year, the 
commission cut the balance of 
$434,044 in pension charges in half, 
on the ground telephone customers 
should not bear more than half 
of the cost of pensions. The upshot 
was that it allowed only $217,027 
instead of $474,060 for pensions. 

Including the cuts in the license 
fee payment and the pension 
charges, annual operating expense 
reductions made by the commis- 
sion aggregated $812,306. The other 
items were:

Other Commission Rulings. 


Thé commission ruled that ex- 
pense of operators’ wages would 
naturally be trimmed by decreas- 
ing employe turnover and increas- 
ing efficiency.

AUSTRIA EXPECTS

CUT IN SHOE PRICE FORECAST 


AFTER DROP IN HIDE MARKET 


NEW YORK, March 11 (AP)— 
The possibility of a retail shoe 
price reduction of more than $1

Stalin is “the great hero,” 
“Great Stalin,” “our father and 
teacher,” and “Stalin’s name is 
an unextinguisheble light in the 
struggle for a general peace for 
liberation from bloody wars, from 
capitalistic slavery, for the pro- 
gram of the peoples, and of all 
mankind,” 

Monopoly on “Truth.” 

Likewise, the Soviet radio claims 
a complete monopoly on “truth.” 
Everything that deviates a whit 
from the Soviet version of truth 
is “lies and slander.” 

“They slander and slander,” the 
radio said, in a domestic broadcast 
Jan. 30 attacking the American 
press, “in accordance with the old 
saying that ‘if you slander and 
slander, something will remain of 
it” But the sun of Soviet truth 
shines so brilliantly over the 
world that it cannot be obscured 
by the fog of lies and slander.” 

Although the radio acknowl- 
edges that Soviet Russia is ever- 
watchful around the globe, it also 
proclaims that Russia has no de- 
sire or intention to interfere with 
the affairs of other nations. In 
that respect it is the opposite of 
the United States, the world is 


“Expansionist tendencies do not 
exist in the.U. 8. S. R.,” the Soviet 
radio’s beam to Poland affirmed 
on June 2, “No honest man in 
Poland doubts that the U. S. S. R. 
has no intention to interfere in in- 
ternal Polish affairs, At the same 
time, every Pole at home is sure 
to see the great and disinterested 
help given by the U. 8. S, R. to 
Poland.” 

Soviet Russian “Help,” 

“Help” such as Soviet Russia is 
giving to Poland and. the other 


to the struggle by the “democratic” 
peoples of the particular nation to 
“liberate” themselves from the 
“capitalist,” “puppet” or “traitor” 
regimes which are—or were—“en- 
slaving the country.” 

In most cases the radio “ex- 
poses” the hand of “American 
imperialism” operating somewhere 
within these excoriated regimes. 

Soviet propaganda proceeds in- 
variably from the premise that the 
world is divided by two irrecon- 
cilable ayatems, the capitalist and 
the socialist. 

In its foreign broadcasts the 
radio much prefers to use the 
word “Socialist” to “Communist,” 
but it’ reserves some of its worst 
vituperation for the right-wing 
Socialists who are also working to 
overthrow capitalism. 

Thus viewing the world in the 
aspect of all-black or all-white, 
the Soviet radio speaks accord- 
ingly. 

To Satellite Nations. 

To satellite nations which have 
already come under the domina- 
tion of Communism, its tone often 
is touched with unction. 

Referring to Romania in a typi- 
cal broadcast of this kind on 
Feb. 6, it told of “the gallant 
Soviet Army” which “put an end 
to the suffering of the Romanian 
people, who had long suffered un- 
der the yoke of the Romanian and 
foreign capitalists”; and extended 
welcome to Romania for having 
“joined the ranks of the demo- 
cratic states.”

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A New Adoption Bill 


Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


On Feb. 26 State Senators David Horn 
of St. Louis, and Gibson of Kan- 
gas City, introduced in the State Senate 
@ new adoption bill, Senate Bill 335. 
The original adoption bill, House Bill 
No. 120, was one of the bills included 
in the legislation recommended by the 
Children’s Code Commission. This bill 
was stricken from the House calendar 
on Feb. 3 and in effect Senate Bill 335 
is a substitute for it. 

Although “the general purposes of

A Fifth Wheel 


The Founding Fathers built a fifth wheel into 
our governmental machinery which should be 
removed because, though it now exists only as 
an archaic form, it is potentially dangerous. This 
fifth wheel is the electoral college. 

While other objections can be raised there are 
four which are in themselves ample cause for 
abandoning the electoral college in its entirety. 

The first objection is that the electoral col- 
lege represents an outmoded philosophy of gov- 
ernment. It was put intéd the Constitution 
because the delegates to the Philadelphia con- 
vention of 1787 were afraid of popular elections. 
Taking note of lack of communications and the 
distances between settlements, they said it would 
be impossible for many ons to become suffi- 
ciently informed about candidates. They felt a 
security in indirect election and so set up the 
electoral college with each state possessing as 
many electoral votes as members in both 
branches of Congress. 

The intent was that the electoral college 
should actually select the President. But po- 
litical parties took form almost immediately 
and by 1800 every elector except one followed 
his party’s mandate. This has been the practice 
ever since. 

The second objection is that the electoral 
college makes it possible for a nominee to re- 
ceive the largest number of popular votes and 
still be defeated. This flouting of democracy is 
possible because the nominee gets all of a 

state’s electoral vote even though he may carry 
it by a majority of only one popular vote. 

This is not an academic objection. Just 60 
years ago, Cleveland received approximately 
100,000 more popular votes than Benjamin 
Harrison. Harrison’s popular vote, however, 
was distributed in such @ way among the states 
as to give him 233 electoral votes to Cleve- 
land’s 168. In 1876, Tilden received a quarter 
of a million more popular votes than Hayes, 
who was declared, after a bitter contest, to 
have won 185 electoral votes to 184 for Tilden. 


' In 1824 Jackson led a field of four in poputlar 


votes. Yet, because he did not have an elec- 
toral majority, the race was thrown into the 
House of Representatives. John Quincy Adams, 
who had only two-thirds as many popular votes 
as Jackson, was elected. 

What has happened three times could hap- 
pen again. It could happen in 1948. We run 
that risk every presidential election as long 
as we keep the electoral college. 

A third objection is that the system invites 
narrow, racial, religious and otherwise undemo- 
cratic appeals to small organized minority 
groups in pivotal states. Were the electoral 
college abolished, one citizen's vote would carry 
as much weight as every other citizen’s vote 
and no more. There would be no incentive to 
make a low-grade appeal for the votes of a 
minority group in New York in the hope of 
winning a large bloc of electoral votes. With 
the electoral college eliminated, a vote in the 
Bronx would mean no more than a vote in a 
cattle town in Nevada. 

Fourth, the continuation of the electoral 
college is an invitation to throw monkey 
wrenches such as the Tuck proposal, now 
passed in one chamber of the Virginia Legis- 
lature. As long as we keep the electoral col- 
lege, there is -always the danger that some 
cabal of Southern opposition will tie up the 
presidential election and perhaps throw it into 
the House with consequences similar to those in 
1824. 

The Tuck proposal, in its latest form, would 
prevent the people of Virginia from expressing 
their choice for President. It would give to the 
state Democratic convention the right to say for 
whom the electors should vote. - Herein lies the 
sinister danger of preserving the electoral col- 


lege. What Virginia can do to destroy popular ~ 


election of President, other states can do. 

Representative Gossett of Texas is sponsoring 
a constitutional amendment resolution which 
would pro-rate the electoral vote according to 
the popular Vote. This would be an improve- 
ment over the present undemocratic system, 
but it would keep the fifth wheel. Retained 
in any form, the electoral college is a threat 
to simple majority rule with each vote equal 
to every other vote. 

The Gossett resolution should be changed to 
do away with every vestige of the electoral 
college. So amended, submitted and adopted’ as 
part of the Constitution, it would be an act 
of statesmanship. 
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We'll Take Them Straight 


What do Drs. Sidney and Philip Joffe of 
Paterson, N. J., have against bittersweetness? 
They have discovered a preservative which they 
say will keep flowers looking fresh for a life- 
time. The blossoms lose only their odor, and 
the forms and colors persist unchanged by heat, 
and cold, and time. 

This is practical, but is it romantic? What of 
the blossom brown and thin between the yel- 
lowed pages of a book, breathing the very sigh it 
was put in there with? What of the look of the 
chrysanfhemums on a crisp autumn morning, 
seeming lovelier than all the other flowers of 
the year because they are the last? What of the 
recollection of flowers in winter, more subtly 
colored and scented than any real flowers— 
memory having been given, as James M. Barrie 
said, “that we might have roses in December.” 
And what of the bursting-out of jonquils one day, 
starting off the spring with sudden beauty? 

With respect to the Joffe potion, we only wish 
to say that we will take our flowers straight. 
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Can Congress Budget? 


Congress has long known that it needs to keep 
a budget. If a family earning and spending a few 
thousand dollars a year needs to budget, a 
Congress taxing and spending in the billions 
every year surely should do so. The exectitive 
branch of the Government makes a budget, of 
course, but Congress needs to do budgeting also 
in order for the two branches to keep the checks 
and balances on each other that the American 
system of government calls for. 

The 1946 reorganization act called for Con- 
gress to make a budget. This was “one of the 
principal gains of reorgayization,” according to 
Representative Monroney, one of the authors 
of the measure. Yet Congress’ first attempt to 
comply with the new law was “an outstanding 
failure,” as Representative Kefauver, author of 
“A 20th Century Congress,” notes in an article 
in the National Municipal Review. 

Now a plan has been introduced to correct 
some of the most glaring defects of the budget 
scheme and give it a chance to work. The plan 
is embodied in a resolution by Senators Butler, 
Bridges anf Byrd. 

The first thing the resolution would do is to 
whittle down the budget committee to a size 
small enough to act—from 102 to 12. 

Second, the resolution would give the com- 


mittee time enough to do the job. Instead of 
working only about a month it would work the 
year around. 


These two corrections would not make Con-. 


gress’s budgeting system perfect, but they cowd 
do a good deal. 

There is some talk in Congress of giving up 
the budgeting idea if it can’t be made to work 
this year. Budgeting by Congress is too much 
needed, and it is too hard to do, for Congress 
to cry quits without much more time and effort 


than it has spent in the endeavor.

Czech Tragedy 

On the eve of Munich, when Britain and 
France were preparing to give Czechoslovakia 
over to Hitler, Jan Masaryk handed to Lord 
Halifax a bitter note which said: “The nation 
of St. Wenceslaus, John Huss and Thomas Masa- 
ryk will not be a-nation of slaves.” 

Nevertheless Czechoslovakia lost her freedgm 
to Germany, regained it at the end of the war 
and has now lost it again to a Russian-ingpired 
dictatorship, Jan Masaryk is dead, either by his 
own hand or by the hand of Communist con- 
spirators angry because he would hot lend him- 
self to their purposes, State Department offi- 
cials receive the suicide report with reserve and 
express doubt that Masaryk made the pro- 
Communist statements attributed to him. 

Both Masaryk and President Benes must have 
felt a certain sense of personal responsibility 
for Czechoslovakia’s latest tragedy. Both made 
the fatal error of believing that Czechoslovakia 
could place its head in the bear’s mouth and 
still live as a democracy. 

When the Kremlin turned on the pressure 
last month, Czechoslovakia might still have 
escaped had it chosen freedom ‘to the danger 
of attack by Russia. There is reason to believe 
that the Czech people would have rallied to 
freedom. and independence, and the Truman 
Doctrine must have given Russia pause. 

Benes and Masaryk did not choose to force 
the issue. They did not choose to invoke the 
Truman Doctrine, saying to Russia, “Thus far 
and no further shalt thou go.” 

It was the ideal of Benes and Masaryk that 
€zechoslovakia be a bridge of friendship and 
enlightenment between East and West. Unfortu- 
nately, geography played a fateful role. The 
East loomed near and formidable. The West, 
which at Munich had sold Czechoslovakia down 
the river, was more distant. And it was the 
East that became the determining factor in 
Czech destiny. 
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To Solve Inter-Union Quarrels 

Many efforts to prevent jurisdictional strikes 
have failed, but a solution proposed by the 
AFL Building Trades Department and the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board raises new hope. 
It provides for a labor-industry arbitration board 
with an impartial chairman, which is clearly 
better than past efforts to settle jurisdictional 
questions in the AFL because the AFL has 
negligible power over its member-unions. Fur- 
ther improving the chances, the Taft-Hartley 
Act, which takes a literal view of contractual 
responsibility and permits the NLRB to take 
injunctions against jurisdiction-strikers, is on 
the books. .We hope the 19 building: trades — 
unions will ratify the proposal and live by it. 
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Gen. Chennault’s Bias 


Gen. Claire L, Chennault, who followed Gens. 
Wedemeyer and MacArthur in testifying to the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee that China 
must have aid at once, is not an impartial wit- 
ness. 

For much of the past decade he has been 
associated with the Chinese Nationalist Govern- 
ment. After his retirement from the United 
States Army in 1937, he went to China as ad- 
viser to the Chinese Air Force. He organized 
the American volunteer flyers in China, the 
renowned “Flying Tigers,” whose exploits made 
history. As commanding general of “United 
States air forces in China during the war, he. 
was also chief of air staff of the Chinese Air 
Force. He now operates the Chennault Air 
Transport in China. 

It is no derogation of hig fine services to his 
own country, or to China, to say that it would 
have been more than human if his sentiments 
had not been colored by the connections he has 
had, and now has, with the Chiang Kai-shek 
regime. It only means that the general’s views 
are those of a person whose interests are inter- 
woven with the Nationalist Government’s, and 
who therefore may be more impressed by its 
need of aid than by its need of reforming to 
justify the aid. 
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Sound Precaution 


The Missouri National Guard makes a wise 
move in setting up a selective service section 
in its headquarters at Jefferson City. Since 
the details are being worked out in co- 
operation with Fifth Army Headquarters in 
Chicago and the Army’s National Guard Bureau 
in Washington, there is no likelihood of con- 
flict with overall plans on a national scale. It 
simply means that if an emergency arose, the 
State National Guard will have provided Mis- 
souri With the organization for prompt response. 
This farethought and the amount of work which 
it entails is a credit to Brig. Gen. John A, 
Harris of Columbia, state Adjutant-General, and 
the defense force which he heads. 
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How Americans Can Dawdle 
The English fiancee who left the United States 


unwed, because everyone was in too big a hurry

Statement that nurses have been educated to the point where they 

re “too good for bedside nursing” is resented, but pressing need 
for more of them is admitted; group favors licensure of practical 
nurses after training even shorter than suggested in recent editorial. 


A Letter to the Post-Dispatch 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I am writing you as president of the two 
official state nursing organizations, the 
Missouri State Nurses’ Association (with 
a membership of some 4500) and the Mis- 
sourl State League of Nursing Education, 

It is my honest opinion your editorial, 
“The Shortage of Nurses,” gives a dis- 
pods impression of the nursing situa- 
tion. 

This is why: The official nursing or- 
genizations arree that there is and has 
been for some time a serious crisis in 
nursing. Yet your editorial leaves the im- 
pression that this crisis is due to what 
you term “educational snobbery,” and what 
Dr. Bluestone (director, Montefiore Hos- 
pital, New York) calls “the paradox of 
nurses who are too good for bedside 
nursing.” The unfortunate implication Is 
that nurses are unwilling to nurse the sick 
in the old-fashioned way because they are 
educational snobs and too good for bedside 
nursing. This is a long way from truth. 


Good Pay and Good Nursing 


Quality nursing care cannot be com- 
pletely realized without some improvement 
in the employment conditions of the nurses 
giving that care. Some graduate nurses 


‘ are leaving nursing for the same reason. 


Some potential student nurses are not en- 
tering nursing for the same reason. 


It is difficult for a nurse to give good 
nursing care ‘if she is harassed by per- 
sonal, social and economic insecurity. Rea- 
sonable employment conditions are not in- 
compatible with the “spirit of service.” 

Hospitals are desirous of having high 
quality and quantity nursing service. Hos- 
pitals realize that this can be achieved 
only through higher quality selection, 
preparation and compensation for nurses. 
Hospitals realize that better personnel 
policies, and all that’s entailed therein, is 
essential to improving the situation, 


All of them are confronted with higher 
costs, greatly increased expenses (of which 
nursing service is only one aspect) and the 
constant difficulty of making ends meet. 

Through intensive efforts of the official 
nursing organizations, the American Hospi- 
tal Association and local hospitals, 40,000 
new students were enrolled in schools of 
nursing in 1947—an increase over 1946 of 

. Sevars effort is being made to in- 
crease this to at least 50,000 in 1948, and 
even this number will not meet the needs. 


Agrees With Complaint 


Your editorial refers to the special com- 
mittee of the American Surgical Associa- 
tion, headed by Dr. Howard Naffziger, 
whose survey revealed that doctors believe 
a 55 to 60 per cent shortage of nurses 
exists and that the situation could be 
greatly ithproved by increased use of 
practical nurses. 

We agree completely with the last part 
of this statement, and to back it up: At 
our board of directors meetings last month 
of both the Missouri State League of Nurs- 
ing Education and the Missouri State 


Nurses’ Association unanimous appsoval 
and support were given to programs of 
practical nurse training. 

We ask only this, and I think the doctor 
will be the first to agree: 


1. Proper preparation and training of at 
least nine months in an accredited school. 
(The editorial cited suggestions of a one- 
or two-year training period.—Editor.) 

2. State licensure for practical nurses to 
maintain standards of practical nursing 
and to weed out Incompetents. 


3. Proper placement and supervision to 
make certain practical .nurses are placed 
where they will not practice beyond their 
ability, and to insure their working under 
competent supervision.’ 


Education Held Necessary 


Are those standards too high in the 
matter of caring for patients where de 
cision may mean the difference between 
life and death? 

Are we over-educated? Maybe some of 

us are. You state “candidates for the nurs- 
ing schools not only must have been in the 
upper portion of their high school classes, 
but in many cases must have finished two 
years of college work. Already three 
nursing schools require a degree for 
admission.” 
* These are the facts: Ninety-seven per 
cent of all nursing schools in the United 
States require high schoo] graduation only. 
Two per cent require one year of college. 
The three schools you refer to requiring 4 
degree are three out of over 1220. 


Yes, maybe some of us are over-educated. 
You cite only a portion of the courses: of 
study included in our curricula, which you 
term “educational snobbery.” And this is 
our answer. Doctors today expect nurses 
to carry out orders—especially in cardiac 
and diabetic cases—which require a high 
degree of specialized knowledge in the ad- 
ministration of oxygen, digalen, morphine, 
sodium, ferrus sulfate, insulin, etc. 


Action Rather Than Talk 


That complicated curriculum you cited 
gives nurses the necessary scientific 
knowledge upon which to make the Correct 
decisions. That’s bedside nursing today. 
We'd like to hear from doctors on this. 
All of us are their aides in effecting the 
patients’ recovery. 

But be assured, the nursing organiza- 
tions in Missouri are going to do more 
than just talk about the need for large 
numbers of practical. nurses. They only 
want to make sure they’re doing what 
they're trained to do. 

Finally, don't you think there’s a rela- 
tionship between “the shortage of nurses” 
as “the pressing problem of the commu- 
nity” and the “fair pay, fair hours, social 
security protection and similar benefits” 
which you say nurses should have? We 
do, And the great majority of us fée] that 
the only readon for our existence {is to give 
good nursing care*-and at the bedaide,

Labor Shies Away. 


Last week I spent two days in 
Detroit and I talked with a good 
many people who are directly or 
indirectly in politics. Even a 
glimpse of the pattern of change 
in that great key industrial cen- 
ter seemed to me to reveal the 
kind of splitting-off that can 
mean the end of the Democratic 

as we have known it in re- 
cent decades. 

It is not that Michigan will al- 
most certainly go Republican this 
fall. After all, Wendell Willkie 
carried that state by a narrow 
margin in 1940 and Franklin 
Roosevelt took it in '44 by a mar- 
gin almost as small. It is tradi- 
tionally a Republican state. 

The new and striking factor Is 
the direction in which the labor 
vote im the industrial centers is 
moving. These voters are going 
down a road that leads away from 
the Democratic party. 


Negroes Look Elsewhere. 


For a variety of reasons, Henry 
Wallace's third party seems likely 
to poll a substantial vote in No- 
vember in Detroit and in the other 
automobile cities. One reason is 
the large number of Negroes, par- 
ticularly in Detroit, with an acute 
new consciousness of injustice and 
discrimination and a militant new 
political awareness. 

Walter Reuther, who is now 
solidifying his remarkable victory 
over the Communist faction in the 
United Auto Workers, is dead set 
against Wallace. The UAW execu- 
tive board last week denounced 
Wallace’s candidacy as a “Com- 
munist party maneuver to advance 


the foreign policy interest of 
Soviet Russia.” 


But the same resolution called change cuts deep into the Demo- 
for the formation of a new “pro-| cratic party of tradition.

farm and white-collar 
groups to join in creating a new 
party. Reuther has several times 
recently pronounced a plague on 
both the old parties, plainly hint- 
ing his desire to see a third party 
started that would be free of the 
Communist taint. 

It takes no great political genius 
to see where this leads if it con- 
tinues. The Wallace party, if only 
because it is a convenient front 
for the Communists, is certain to 
remain in being after 48. That is 
one splinter party. 


Reuther’s Plan. 


A Reuther party built around 
the non-Communist labor-left 
would be another. So would the 
remnants of the old Democratic 
party. With the South pulling out, 
still another party would be created 
-~a Southern splinter dominant in 
the poll-tax states. So far as na- 
tional elections are concerned, 
these splinters would break against 
the solid mass of the Republican 
party. That realization is deeply 
disturbing to some who feel that 
the third-party road is a dead end. 

They urge as an alternative the 
necessity for new forces to take 
over and rejuvenate and revivify 
the Democratic party. They argue 
that new parties in this country 
have always come into being by 
building on the foundations of the 
old; while third parties have 
sprung up, flourished briefly and 
then withered away. 


From ‘1932 through 1944, the 
scrambled elements of the Demo- 
cratic party were held together 
by the political genius of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the idea of the 
New Deal. Even when he at- 
tempted a “purge” of Southern 
reactionaries, as he did in 1938, he 
carried the South along with him. 
In the same way he carried the 
great urban centers, where labor- 
left voters returned the scorn and 
distrust of the Southern Bourbons 
a hundred-fold. 

Those who argue that the Demo- 
cratic party should be refashioned 
in a new form point to the Roose- 
velt heritage. On this foundation, 
they insist, a new beginning can 
be made. They believe that even 
in the South, as industrialization 
increases there, a new Democratic 
party will evolve with genuine 
ties with the North. This is the

WASHINGTON, March 11—A 
resolution to extend the life of the 
joint Congressional Committee on 
Housing was assailed today by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., hous- 
ing chairman of the American 
Veterans Committee, as “a new 
underhanded attempt to prevent 
consideration of: the Taft-Ellen- 
der-Wagner bill by Congress.” 

Roosevelt reasoned that the 
resolution, introduced in the 


House by Congressman Wolcott 
(Rep.), Michigan, chairman of 
the House Banking Committee, 
would, if adopted, delay a report 
of the joint committee, now 
scheduled for Monday, until June 
30, when Congress would be on 
the verge of adjournment. 
Charges Effort to Stop Action. 
“The question arises whether 
Wolcott fears that the report of 
the committee will recommend 
constructive legislation such as the 
Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill,” Roose- 
velt said in a statement. “He is 
making a last-ditch fight on be- 
half of the real estate lobby to 
scuttle this bill for another year.” 
Some observers: thought that 
Wolcott’s resolution was intro- 
duced as the result of reported 
differences among members of the 
joint committee. It was learned 
that a week ago the joint commit- 
tee staff presented a draft report 
to the members. The draft was re- 
jected and ordered rewritten un- 
der the supervision of a special 
subcommittee. 
This subcommittee, which com- 
pleted its work in short order, con- 
sisted of Congressman Gamble 
(Rep.), New York, chairman of 
the joint committee; Senator Mc- 
Carthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, vice 
chairman, and Congressman Boggs 
(Dem.) Louisiana. Gamble and Mc- 
Carthy are opponents of public 
housing; Boggs has taken no 
strong position. 


Report Being Printed. 


The report prepared by the sub- 
committee, now being printed, is 
not satisfactory to all the commit- 
tee members, it was learned. Some 
of them, perhaps even a majority. 
are considering the preparation of 
a substitute report of their own. 
The Wolcott resolution was 
cleared for House action under a 
rule allowing it to be brought up

For the first two years the 
United States producers may take 
home $17,000,000 of their earnings 
from American films shown here. 
In addition they may withdraw 
dollars equal to British films’ 
earnings in the United States, 

The $17,000,000 limitation on 
withdrawals covers earnings from 
old films as well as those im- 
ported under the new agreement, 
Wilson said. Films imported be- 
fore imposition of the 75 per cent 
tax escaped this special levy. 
They have been earning at the 
rate of $50,000,000 yearly since the 
bar was invoked seven months 
ago, Wilson said. 

The agreement provides “per- 
mitted uses” for the profits which 
cannot be sent to the United 
States. Wilson did not specify 
these uses, but said they will be 
under joint control of the British 
Government and the American 
picture industry.

Masses of people, driven by terror 
and the threat of loss of their jobs 
into public squares of Czechoslo- 
vak cities. and towns to demon- 
strate or to strike, cannot be con- 
sidered as expressing the will of 
the people. Yet, claiming that such 
demonstrations with the partici- 
pation of official and military rep- 
resentatives of the Union of So- 
viet Socialist Republic expresses 
the will of the people, a minority 
party usurped the power of gov- 
ernment of Czechoslovakia and is 
imposing its rule upon all the peo- 
ple without regard for the consti- 
tution or the law. 

The President is prevented from 
executing his constitutional pow- 
ers. Political parties have been 
forced to change their leaders.

Salary increases for all per- 
sonnel of the St. Louis Police 
Department, ranging from $120 
to $480 a year. 

Authority for the state to take 
over City Sanitarium as a state 
mental hospital, which would 
gave the financially-distressed 
city an estimated $1,000,000 a 
year in operating costs. 

Authority aso to transfer to 
the state the St. Louis Training 

School for Epileptic and Feeble 
Minded Children, to effect an 
additional $351,000 annual saving 
to the city. 

The police salary bill was ap- 
proved after the committee cut 
the proposed wage increases by 
more than half. As reported, the 
bill would raise police salaries 
$591,540 a year, an over-all. in- 
crease of about 11 per cent. Bhe 
bill as originally sponsored by the 
Board of Police Commissioners 
would provide increases of $1,250,- 
000, or about 25 per cent. 

The pay bill had been held in 
the committee for more than a 
month, primarily because the Leg- 
islators were not disposed to in- 
crease expenses of the city in 
view of its financial plight. The 
fact they were able to report sim- 
utaneously legislation to save the

Stassen, an avbpirant 
Republican presidential nomina- 
tion, said: “America must give 
leadership toward amending and 
strengthening of the United Na- 
tions Charter. This organization 
ig the best hope of lasting peace.” 

Discussing the crisis in central 
Europe, he said: “The vivid les- 
son that’ Communists in govern- 
ment cannot be trusted and that 
the Politburo’s word cannot be re- 
lied on will be of lasting value to 
the cause of freedom in Eyrope. 
Likewise the manner in which so- 
cialization and nationalization 
after the war of all Czech indus- 
tries employing more than 6500 
men resulted in the control of the 
workers by the Government and 
was used to obliterate their social 
and political rights, will be a 
strong factor in ending the Social-

AMUEL JONES TILDEN, the Democratic 

candidate for President in 1876, was a rich 

corporation lawyer, a reform Governor of 
New York, a cold, calculating man who never 
married because, as one of his friends explained, 
“he never felt the need of a wife... . Women 
were, as far as he could see, unimportant to his 
success.” Tilden habitually looked as though he 
smelled something bad, and in the election of 
1876, he smelled-something very bad. 


On Nov. 8, the morning after Election Day, 
Tilden woke up seemingly the winner. He had 
4,300,590 popular votes and 196 electoral votes to 
4,036,298 and 173 for his Republican opponent, 
Gov. Rutherford B, Hayes of Ohio, Yet when

the Electoral College met, Hayes was elected 
President. This result was achieved by Repub- 
lican bribery, forgery and perjury in Louisiana 
and Florida, where federal troops were still sta- 
tioned under the Reconstruction Acts. The Re- 
publican election boards in those two states 
voided about 14,000 ballots and changed their 12 
electoral votes to Hayes, giving him an Electoral 
College majority of one—185-184. The steal was 
so brazen that Tilden could scarcely believe it 
was happening. By the time his friends. got 
around to bribing some election officials them- 
selves, it was too late, . 


Hayes was a good and honest President, even 
though his election was crooked. He weeded 
grafté@s out of the Government, improved the 
civil service, defied the Republican spoilsmen, 
and stood up strongly for the church, the home, 
and the American gold standard,

The only way our children 
can develop “horse sense” or prac- 
tical judgment, is by making their 
own decisions.

WE CAN advise them and point 
out the pros and the cons, there- 
by helping them avoid too much 
pain, but they must make the 
choices. If these are unwise, then 
they must take their medicine. 


That was why I didn’t buy Phil- 
ip’s share. He really put on a 
pretty good demonstration of 
salesmanship, but I thought the 
lesson would sink in a bit deeper 
if he remained stuck with his un- 
wise investment. That would 
make them cautious when they 
bought another boat.
